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THE END NO’ NOT YET 


The German chancellor says 
the Teutonic empires never will 
stop the war except upon the 


basis of the territory now held. 
Germany holds firmly nearly all 
ef Belgium, a strip of France in 
which are the greatest iron mines 
in Europe; Russian Poland and 
Serbia. The chancellor professes 
to believe that she is able to force 
her price for their relinquishment, 
in whole or in part. 

The allies, on the other hand, 
forbid the seas ‘to Germany and 
have captured virtually all ot 
Germany’s colonies. No matter 
what Germany holds in land, her 
ecommerce cannot recommence ex- 
cept with the permission of Great 
Britain. England professes to be 
in a position to exact a satisfac- 
tory price for raising the block. 
ade. 

How long Germany can count 
en assistance from Austria i: 
problematical. The Russians havc 
destroyed a great Austrian army 
capturing, to say nothing of th: 
killed and wounded, nearly 200, 
C00 Austrians in the past twe 
weeks. At no other time in the 
war have such losses been in 
flieted in so short a time. The 
losses in men and in stores have 
shaken the foundations of the 
Austrian empire to its center. 

There is no likelihood that fur. 
ther assistance can be had frow 
Turkey, and the Bulgarians are 
still busily engaged in folding the 
territory secured in the recent 
raid on Serbia and watching. the 
French and British army at 
Salonki. The Verdun struggle 
is practieally ended, having cost 
the kaiser not less than 300,000 
men, without the compensation of 
similar loss inflicted upon the 
French, or gain in strategic posi- 
tion or prestige. 

Whatever the valor of the Ger- 
man armies, however well en- 
trenched they are in their con 
quests, the loss oceasioned by de 
privation of the sea is prodigious 
Whereas Germany has done no 
serious damage to ‘the British 
empire, and can do none, she has 
inflicted great damage upon Ru: 
sia and France. 

England is in a position to con 
tinue the war alone, and in. 
definitely, if she wishes just a 
she did against Napoleon. Eng 
land has now a well equippe' 
army of 5,000,000 men in her va) 
ious fields, and unless German 
can win on the sea, she has n 


_ability to impose upon her ad
